SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GRANDFATHER & GRANDSON 


Rabbi Jacob sgid: “ This world is like 
a vestibule before the world to come 
Prepare thyself in the vestibule, that thou 
mayest enter the hall.” (Ethics iv, 21.) 


ABBI JACOB is one of the few 
authorities quoted in the Ethics 
of the Fathers who have more than 

one dictum ascribed to them. The one 
quoted above is followed by a second 
one. which reads: “ Better is one hour 
of repentance and good deeds in this 
world than the whole life of the world 
to come, and better is one hour of bliss- 
fulness of spirit in the world to come 


than the whole life of this world.” 
it is obvious from. these two 
statements that Rabbi. Jacob devoted 


his thoughis to the question of the rela- 
ion between this transient world and the 
world of eternal life. This world is 
merely the scene of preparation for the 
world to come; good deeds alone give 
bliss in this. world: one hour of the 
yov of the world to come overweighs al! 
the doubtful joys of earthly existence 


HAT was it that directed the 
~ thoughts of Rabbi Jacob towards 
these mystic speculations? We are in a 
position {0 answer that question. with 
tolerable certainty, and the answer 
throws a flood of light upon the spiritual 
strugele of man attempting to justify the 
ways of God For Rabbi Jacob was 
the grandson of Elisha b Abuyah. the 
son ot his daughter. Elisha b. Abuvah 
is the “ Faust ° of Rabbinical literature. 
the arch-apostate Of Jewish history. 

An outstanding scholar, teacher of 
Rabbi Meir. he suddenly renounced 
evervthing in which he believed and 
which he had taught, he “ destroyed the

A.J.AJS ATTITUDE TO PALESTINE: 
Problems Raised by Jewish State 


[By a CuHronicie Reporter] 


Ihe attitude and policy of the Anglio- 
Jewish Association towards the Palestine 
problem were discussed at.a special meet- 
mg held at the Stern Hall last week. My: 
Leonard Montetiore presided, and said 
that the purpose of the meeting was to 
“ive members an opportunity of Knowing 
what was in the minds of their honorary 
officers 

Mr. Neville Laski said that ii was un- 
fortunate that many people outside the 
ranks of the A.J.A. had been deliber- 
aicly,. continuously, and falsely imdoc- 
trinated about the Association's attitude 
io Palestine. A past President of the 
Association was the late Sir Osmond 
d’Avigdor Goldsmid, whose part in lay- 
ing the foundation of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine and whose work for the 
economic. rehabilitation of that country 
gave him a distinguished place in the roll 
of workers for the Jewish Nationa! 


Home Phen President since had been 
Leonard Stein,.a former Politica! 
Secretary of the Jewish Agency. whose 


integrity and whose devotion to Palestine 
were not always remembered in these 
days of toeing the party line 


Free to ,Criticise 


The Association, Mr. Laski went on, 
had at all times felt itself free (o express 
cruucism of the Mandatory Power, but 
had not failed to pay tribute to the 
British Administration. 

They were now no longer dealing with 
abstracts. The Jewish State was in the 
making and no right-minded man who 
weighed the consequences of failure 
would not pray that the settlement 
approved. by the United Nations would 
succeed. The establishment of the 
Jewish State in Palestine raised problems 
for the Jews in this and other countries. 
There was no room for dual allegiance. 
The Jewish State would not possess any 
jursdictiofi over any Jews other than 
those who were us citizens. British Jews 
would remain loyal to Britain not merely 
“i name but. also in thought and deed. 
He could see no inconsisiency between 
that- and a deeply sympathetic concern 
for the Jews of Palestine. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman repeated the 
accusation that the Board of Deputies 
was controlled by Great Russell Street, 
but added that the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity was a Zionist community.

Recalling the recent discussion con- 
cerning his Presidency of the Board and 
his membership of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency, he said that the Agency 
was no longer a body recognised by the 
Mandatory Power for the purpose of 
representing the views of the Jewish 
people about Palestine.

Ihe Acting-Chairman of the Palestine 
Committee, Mr. B. LIPBERMAN 
(Cricklewood), said that in spite of fre- 
quent and grievous disappointments with 


the manner in which successive British 
Governments had interpreted their 
obligauons under the Mandate, British 
Jews had repeatedly expressed their 
atitude for all that the British people 
ad done towards the development of the 
Jewish National Home. Their grief was, 
therefore, all the greater when they musi 
now publicly avow and ‘Weplore that 
Britain was not only preventing the 
Security Council from adopting the 
American and Russian proposals declar- 
ing the Arab States aggressors in Pales-

He was under the impression, said Dr. 
Weizmann, that his plea for a loan had 
not been in vain, since Mr. Truman had 
remarked in reply that “ the Jews always 
pay their debts.” The conference, 
added, had been “ quite satisfactory,” 
and he had left with the President aster 
listing the mam problems under us- 
sion, which intluded also the exchange of 
diplomatic representatives between the 
United States and Israel. 

Questioned about Arab areas in Pales- 
tine occup by Jews, Dr. Weizmann 
said that the Jews would evacuate Jaffa 
and Acre when a truce had been agreed. 
These cities had been taken only as a 
precautionary measure. He also expressed 
the hope that Jerusalem would remain 
an imternationalised city, as had been 
planned, although this represented a great 
sacrifice on the part of the Jews. 

Dr. Weizmann deplored the destruction 
of cultural, medical, and religious institu- 
tions m Jerusalem by the Arab Legion. 


Enthusiastic Reception 


On his arrival in Washington on Mon- 
day. the President of Israel was greeted 
by a crowd of about 3,000 people. He 
stayed as the guest of the United States 
Government, and the blue-and-white flag 
of Israel was flown over Blair House, at 
which he was staying. The State Depart- 
ment extended to Dr. Weizmann an 
official welcome on behalf of the Govern- 
ment. and Mr. Charles Hofberg, on 
hehalf of the local administration, 
presented him with the keys of the city.

Rabbi Brodie. said that the present re- 
joicings must be tempered by the know- 
ledge that great difficulties were | still 
ahead, and that_a great price, in person 
and in money. would have to be paid 
before even the narrow strip on the 
eastern shores of the Mediterranean was 
firmly and securely theirs. 

Ihe alternate promises and decrees 
regarding Palestine by men and nations 
were transient and evanescent: but the 
word of God in respect to the return to 
Zion would be fulfilled in all its unsullied 
purity Throughout its history, Israel 
had always relied on the word of God 
rather than on the passing phases of 
national and international. attitudes.

LR.O. STATES POLICY 


Will Not Aid D.P.s for 
Palestine Army

GENEVA 

In reply to numerous inquiries, the 
Executive Secretary of the International 
Refu@ee Organisation, Mr. William H. 
Tuck, has issued a statement on the 
1.R.O.’s attitude to immigration to Pales- 
tine in present conditions. 

Mr. Tuck said that the 1.R.O. constitu- 
tion made it necessary for the organisation 
to carry out its functions “in such a way 
as to avoid disturbing friendly relations 
between nations.”” 1I.R.O. could not assist, 
“ directly or indirectly, in schemes 
designed to secure recruitment of refugees 
into any armed forces which are, or may 
be, engaged in active warfare.” It could 
sponsor only genuine resettlement schemes 
which afford the displaced person and the 
refugee a real opportunity for becoming 
established in a good and equitable -man- 
ne 


All 1I.R.0.. field establishments had 


been instructed, continued Mr. Tuck, 
that no independent movements were to 
take place .unless the field office was 


satisfied that the refugee had a legal éntry 
visa with permission to remain on an 
indefinite basis and had, or would have, 
suitable means of livelihood in the re- 
settiement country, and was not travelling 
under the preteat of resettlement with the 
real. purpose of jommng armed forces that 
were, or might be, engaged in active war- 
fare 

These rules, said Mr. Tuck, apply not 
only to the Middle East, but to all recep- 
countries, but “special discretion 
must be exercised in connection with all 
movements towards the Middle East, so 
long as the present conditions continue.’ 

Palestine immigration could not be 
sponsored until an agreement could be 
negotiated with “a properly-constiuted 
authority set up with the approval of the 
Unined Nations.” 


DANISH M.P. CRITICISES

BY their rejection of the United Nations 
cease-fire proposal, which the Provisional 
Government of Israel had wisely accepted, 
the Arabs have demonstrated to the world 
that they rely upon verdict of arms and 
not of negotiation to bring a solution to the 
vexed Palestine problem. In doimg so, they 
have tremendously weakened their own case 
and disappointed the vast masses of man- 
kind who still hoped that, somehow, reason 
would prevail and the war be stopped. 
Unless some unexpected turn takes place tn 
the next chapter of this extraordinary story, 
where, indeed, fhe unexpected happens more 
frequently than the anticipated, the two 
sides will settle down to a grim fight to the 
finish, when, as Azzam Pasha predicted 
many months ago, the stronger side will win 
The struggle will be hard and its hazards 
should not be underrated. The tiny State 
of Israel ts confronted with the armies of 
Ishmael, drawn from half a dozen countries 
with an aggregate population of 30 millions. 
Nevertheless, there is no reason for undue 
dismay Diplomatically, Israel finds itself 
in a more favourable position than. its 
leaders in their most sanguine moments 
could ever have hoped, and. its moral 
position, in the eyes of most of the nations 
of the world, is, therefore, practically un- 
assailable. Mu£litarily, the Jewish army has 
shown itself tougher and cleverer by far 
than the better-equipped forces which are 
attacking it. Its ereat. anxiety 1s to bring 
in the supphes and reinforcements which it 
requires, and in this respect an early lifting 
of the U.S.A’ arms embargo. which now 
seems likely, is of the utmost importance

foot... Unwilling or unable to follow the 
White House's convolutions, Mr. Bevin has 
made a delicate situation more tender by 
an obstinate adherence to a policy which, 
on almost every hand, has been criticised 
for its partiality and the extent to which 
it has been motivated by petty preiudices 
This has been demonstrated by the Govern- 
ments refusal to withdraw. British officers 
from the service of the Transjordan Arab 
[egion, which has acted as the spearhead 
Of. the attacks on the Jews, especially in 
Jerusalem, and by the continuation of the 
supply of arms to the Arab States under 
existing . contracts This journal has 
attempted in the past to explain, or defend. 
the Government's Palestine policy” when 
it felt that it was being maligned on 
either side of the Atlantic But the 
Governments present actions are totally 
indefensible, and the only explanation: is 
that a similar deplorable error of judgment 
is being committed to that perpetrated at 
the time of the Exodus episode last veal 
It was universally hoped that the lesson of 
that disastrous experiment had been learnt 
by Mr. Bevin, but, apparently, his crude 
interpretation of his historic role prevents 
him from assimilating. wisdom as he plourhs 
his furrow. The Foreign Secretary's policy 
has called forth a storm of protest from all 
parts of the world In the light of the 
threats to the Marshall Aid programme, 
which have been hinted at in Washington, 
and the Government's opinion that their 
Treaty obligations to the Arab States can 
be superseded only by their obligations to 
the United Nations, it is probable that Mr 
Bevin will be obliged to climb down as grace- 
fully as he can. . 


While the shelling of the Old City of 
Jerusalem by the Arab Legion continues. 
and Jewish and Christian places of worship 
are being reduced to rubble, it is surprising 
that no word of remonstrance has been 
issued by Dr. Garbett, the Archbishop of 
York, Or any other of the Church leaders, 
for the Primate has hitherto been outspoken 
in. expressing his fears that if the Old City 
should fall into Jewish hands, the safety of 
the Holy Places would be jeopardised. But 
now, that the modern Saracens are pouring 
high explosives into the Holy City, our 
twentieth-century Crusaders are distin- 
gurshed by their silence. It is symptoms like 
this which encourage the foreigner to dub 
the English as hypocrites. 


It is. profoundly significant and truly grati- 
fying that the first of the Governments of 
the British Commonwealth to recognise the 
State of Israel is South Africa, under the 
leadership of General Smuts. Not only has 
General Smuts for long been a staunch 
Zionist, but he has also been an ardent 
advocate of the British Commonwealth idea 
and a steadfast admirer of Great Britain. 
More important still is the fact that as a 
young man he was a military leader of the 
Boer resistance against the British, and sub- 
sequently one of the framers of the South 
Atrica Act on which the foundations of 
amicable British-South African relations 
were laid. His whole life has been a shining 


‘example of how a former enemy can lead 


his country into the paths of friendship with 
his one-time opponents. For Israel, the sig- 
nificance is twofold. First, once the bitter- 
ness (which ts not more acute than it was 
between Boer and Uitlander) has subsided— 
as it certainly will—fast bonds of friendship 
must be forged with Britain on a basis of 
sovereign equality. Secondly, when the 
fighting is over, Dr. Weizmann’s opportunity 
will surely come to prove the validity of his 
claim that Jews and Arabs had to be divided 
before they could be brought together again 
in harmony. Even in the present dark days, 
the ultimate objective must be borne in mind 
that eventually the “ contribution to historic 
justice and to world peace™ of which 
General Smuts wrote in his message to 
Israel's Foreign Minister can only be ful- 
filled through the reunion of Israel and 
Ishmael. 


CHIEF RABRINATE 
CONFERENCE 


THE meeting of the Chief Rabbinate Con- 
ference which will be held in London on 
Sunday next, May 30, will probably be the 
last, for the number of candidates considered 
for the Office of Chief Rabbi has. after long 
months of discussion, been brought down to 
one. There is a unanimous recommenda- 
tion before the Conference of the name of 
Rabbi Israel Brodie for the Office of Chief 
Rabbi of the British Commonwealth and 
Empire. Never has the Office assumed a 
more important place in the eyes of Jewry 
and, perhaps, of the wider world than in 
these anxious days, when not only are there 
many vexed domestic problems in Anglo- 
Jewry to be settled, but also adiustments to 
be made in all men’s minds to the new vistas 
opened up by the dramatic emergence of the 
State of Israel in Palestine. Firm and res- 
ponsible guidance will be sought by the com- 
munity from its new spiritual head The 
Conference has rightly had these considera- 
tions in. mind, and the result is shown in the 
final unanimity which will avoid the trials 
and upsets, in these grave days, of a con- 
tested election. There is still some anxiety. 
however, about the clause in the Recom- 
mendations which sets up a body of lay 
advisers to the Chief Rabbi, to be known as 
the Consultative and Advisory Committee. 
which the Chief Rabbi will be obliged to 
consult before making public pronounce- 
ments on behalf of, or in relation to. the 
Jewish Community. It is, of course. true 
that even then the Chief Rabbi need not 
loliow their advice, but the uneasiness with 
which many in the community view the pro- 
posal is shown by the condemnation of it 
uttered by a resolution at the Board of Depu- 
lies as recently as last Sunday, by the opposi- 
tion of the Union of Anglo-Jewish Preachcrs 
and also of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations, the last-named a body which 
maintains an independence of the Chief 
Rabbinate but which has stated its readiness 
to work otherwise in harmony with it 


However much or little the spoken inter- 
pretation of the disputed clause may differ 
from the written one, would it not be better, 
in the face of such opposition to the sug- 
gested Advisory Committee, for the Chief 
Rabbinate Conference to take advantage of 
this final opportunity to amend its provisions 
so that the incoming Chief Rabbi will not be 
burdened with an incubus which. by its 
nature, might detract from his dignity and 
which negates that very confidence of the 
community which causes it to elect him ? 
To proceed further with the idea of the 
Advisory Committee in the circumstances, 
would show a lack of statesmanship and 
vision which is not usually associated with 
the proceedings of a body which sits under 
the Chairmanship of Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen.

TEACHERS IN ISRAEL 


TO-DAY marks the centenary of the birth 
of a famous Minister in Anglo-Jewry—the 
Rev. Morris Joseph. He died in April, 1930, 
shortly before his 82nd birthday, so that he 
is still personally remembered by many in 
our midst. Whether by personal recollec- 
tion or widespread reputation, his remains 
an ever-honoured name. In some ways his 
position was unique. -When barely of age, 
he had received his first appointment as 
Minister of the North London Synagogue, 
and later he became Minister to the Old 
Hebrew Congregation, Liverpool. In 1890, 
he initiated a series of Sabbath afternoon 
services at the West Hampstead Town Hall. 
Their success gave great impetus to the 
movement for a permanent Hampstead 
Synagogue, and Morris Joseph was invited 
to become the first Minister of the congre- 
gation, when it was decided that it should 
be a. constituent of the United Synagogue. 
The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, 
refused, however, to sanction the appoint- 
ment, since Morris Joseph had countenanced 


the use of instrumental music at Sabbath 


services and had publicly expressed disbelief 
in the future revival of sacrifices. Not long 
afterwards, the inhibited Minister became 
Senior Minister of the West London 
(Refosm) Synagogue, in which post he 
established a world-wide reputation. .So 
far-reaching became his influence, that the 
next Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. Hertz, referred to 
his magnum opus, “ Judaism as Creed and 
Life,” as “classical” and as “an excellent 
book that should be in every’ English- 
speaking Jewish home.” 


A tellow-pupil with Morris Joseph at 
Jews’ College was Simeon Singer, another 
Outstanding figure in our religious annals. 
Although the standard reference-books- give 
Simeon Singer's year of birth as 184d, 
appears that he was actually born on 
November 5, 1846. However, even H some- 
what alter the centenary, his name may fil- 
tungly be commemorated here. . He, also, 
at very youthtul age, received his first 
Mirester of the Borough 
Synagogue. Later, trom its foundztion in 
18/9 until his own death in August, 1906, 
he was the never-to-be-forgotten. Minister 


of the New West End Synagogue. His name’ 


will always be associated with another great 
literary monument—the Authorised. Daily 
Prayer Book which he edited and which ts 
known simply and popularly to hundreds of 
thousands of people by the one word 
“ Singer's.” Although remaining within the 
Orthodox fold, he likewise fearlessly cham- 
pioned certain innovations demanded by 
modern lite and times. Can it be said that

DANGER TO SHECHITA 
Mr. ISAAC LANDAU, the President of the Lon- 
don Board of Shechita, has been moved to 
respond to a ieading article in tast Week's issue 
of this paper on the dangers which might 
threaten the pracuice ot Shechita in this country. 
lo the extent which his letter (pubiished on 
the Opposite page) shows his urgent interest in 
the subject, we are grateful. But it is impassible 
not to jom issue with him on the contents of 
his letter. He argues that the leading article 
contamed ” a Cruel and sianderous attack on the 
London Board of Shechita™ and that the 
criticisms made were founded on “facts not truly 
Stated.” Quite the contrary is the case. After 
detailing the latest serious phases of the attack 
on Shechita—which have not, to our know- 
ledge, yet been publicly brought to ihe atten- 
tion of the community by any of the Jewish 
bodies which might be thought to have an 
interest in the matter—we wrote, with studied 
moderation: “It ts possible that the Shechita 
Board-——and hence the community as a whole 
may have a case to answer.” While it is good 
to hear, in answer to one of our questions, that 
the Weinberg casting-pen is now used in all 
abattoirs under the control of the London 
Board, that does not dispose of the criticism 
that such pens are not provided in all slaughter- 
houses throughout the country where Shechita 
is practised. In that-respect, the whole com- 
munity certainly has a case to answer. It is 
true, as Mr. Landau points out, that the Editor 
of this paper received a copy of the Jong- 
shelved.

JEWISH PLAYS 


Themes for the Stage 


Four Jewish Plays. Ediied by H. PF. 
RuBINSTEIN. Gollancz. 12s. 6d.

The Anczlo-Palestinian Club, at the 
suggestion of the late M. J. Landa, spon- 
sored a Jewish Play Competition, and the 
prize-winning play, together with three 
of the runners-up, are now published in 
one volume edited by Mr. H. F. Rubin- 
stein, who was one of the judges. The 
publication proves that the emotions of 
the last 1S years ave finding expression 
in a play-writing which, with is strength 
and its beauty, may well prove to be the 
foundation of a national drama. 

Althouse @ne would not too casily 
concede Mr. Rubinstein’s contention that 
‘The Marranos,” by the German Rabbi, 
Emil Bernhard (whose death m California 
was reported § recently), is to be 
ranked with “* Nathan the Wise” and 
“The Dybbuk”™” in a triology of the 
three greatest Jewish plays, yet the power 
of its writing, the sirength of its 
characterisation, and the nobility of its 
theme earn it a high place in Jewish 
drama. The author has taken the situa- 
tion in Portuzal in 1535 as an analogy of 
Ge many in 1935 and has driven home 
the eternal problem of the Jew.

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YESHIVA ETZ CHAIM 
Grants from Public Bodies

Greetings to the new Jewish State were 
expressed by Mr. D. Galinski, who pre- 
sided over the annual meeting of the 
Yeshiva Etz Chaim, Thraw! Street, Lon- 
don; E.. on Monday y.

Traditionally. the Jews have abandoned 
the waters to the Arabs, and have been 
A itn io buy He bulk of locally-won 
fish f:om them. Demand has never bee: 
satished, and quantities of mporied fish 
in vanous. forms have been necessary 
Measured in terms of per capita con 
sumpuon, we find that while the Jews in 
gencral consume a great deal of fish, in 
Palestine they cat consHletably less than 
most European peoples, and less than a 
quarter of the average in Britain 
Remembering that there is a dearth of 
all kinds of meat. the consequent protein 
deficiency a powerful argument if 
favour of a Jewish fishing industry 
capable of absorbing many hundreds of 
families in us by-products, and breeding 
just that type of manhood *o which a 
coastal community would look in times 
of stress. High among the nation’s mar 
time needs would be a small fleet ol 
trawlers, provided with cold-storage for 
deep-sea fishing, and with a base im the 
north and another im the south 


Pond Culture 


As compared with the present State of 
sea-fhishing, inland fisheries. and pond- 
culture are advancing well. Already the 
Yishuv has occasion to be gratetul tor 
this important factor in reheving the cur 
rent food shortage and in providing Lor 
any future emergency 

The problems posed in this brief survey 
may seem remote to those now engaged 
in a life and death struggle. with th 
invader in their midst. We, in England 
however, have. learned the lessons _ of 
mercantile supremacy and the part played 
by shipping both m peace and war; i 
was the sea-lanes that enabled this nation 
to survive. It may be that the same will 
apply to the State of Israel. As tn days 
of old. she will be strong when, once 
more. she becomes “ Judaea’ Navalis.”

Sin,—At the recent meeting of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association in London to 
discuss current Jewish affairs with par- 


ticular reference to Palestine, | was 
amazed by the distinction made by 
several speakers between “us” and 
“the British.” Mr. H. A. Goodman, 


from the platform, urged that “ we 
must be friends’ with Britam, while 
opponents of A.J.A,. policy (including an 
organised band of noisy young inter- 
ruptors) asserted that “ Britain” was, in 
fact. “ our” enemy.

Naughty Parents 


1E question whether children should 
or should not be corrected in 
public, or before visitors, ig, a Con- 
slant preoccupation with many parents. 
In the interests of both parents and 
Ahildren, the youngsters should spend 
only the barest minimum of their lexure 
tome in the restraining presence of adults, 
whose ideas of enjoyment are so diamet- 
rically opposed to their own. But during 
mealtimes and at other times when the 
voung and the old are together. there are 
certam principlesewhich, if followed, tend 
io reduce possible friction 
( hildren vary as much as grown-ups in 
temperament, and each child should be 
treated according to its requirements. 
Some children, for instance, actually 
enjoy being punished before visitors, in 
spite of their superficial reaction of tears 
or sulks. This type of child wants, above 
all, to get into the limelight. It ts prob- 
ably too indolent to do so by means of 
virtue or achievement, and u finds the 
easiest way of drawing attention to itsell 
is by being naughty. That sort of child 
welcomes being punished mn public Its 
vells and tantrums serve to focus even 
more attention on and increase its 
sense of self-importance. And so it yells 
is hard as # can, in order to increase its 
range of audibilitv, and, therefore, the 
number of persons who may be attracted 
by the nore. Such children are the very 
ones who should not be punished in pub- 
lnc. For tt only encourages them to repeat

Continued from previous column 
to understand the child’s point of view. 
Even if none of the external forces con- 
nected with the war have been directly 
brought to bear upon a child, the worry 
and anxiety his parents have endured 
often tend to make them less able to deal 
placidly with his childish ways.

Above 
all, they should never have the word 
naughty mtroduced igto their vocabu- 
lary until they are old. enough to have 
developed an ethical sense, by which time 
there is little fear-of their ever being 
naughty.

Jewish Cookery 


RECIPES WITH JAM 


The extra issue of jam will be useful 
for puddings and biscuits. 


Jam Buns 

Selfraising flour 80z., margarine (or 
cooking fat) 3 oz., sugar 2-3 oz., | egg, 
jam, mulk. 

Rus the fat into the flour, add the 
sugar and well-beaten egg and sufficient 
milk to make a stiff consistency. Put in 
spoonfuls on a greased baking tin, make 
a small hole in the centre of each bun, 
and put in a little red jam. Bake in a hot 
oven 12-15 minutes (450°—Regulo No. 7). 


Sandwich Biscuits 

Selfraising flour 8 oz., castor sugar 
3 oz., margarine 3 oz., one egg, jam. 

Rus the margarine into the flour, add 
the sugar and the well-beaten egg, mix 
thoroughly and knead to a pliable dough. 
Roll out very thin on a floured board, 
cut into rounds, and bake on a greased 
tin in a quick oven to a pale biscuit 
colour—about 10 minutes (425°—Regulo 
No. 6). When cold, sandwich two biscuits 
together with jam, and sprinkle the top 
with icing or castor sugar. 


Welsh Tartlets 

Pastry. Flour 6 oz. margarine 2 o7.. 
dried egg | dessertspoonful, castor sugar 
1 teaspoonful, cold water. 

Filling. Rolled oats 2 07., margarine 
1 oz., milk or water, almond essence 
4 teaspoontul, jam 4 oz. 

Sieve the flour, egg powder, sugar, and 
a pinch of salt mto a mixing bowl, rub in 
the margarine, and mix to a firm dough 
with cold water. Roll out very thinly, 
cut into rounds, and line 12 to 16 tartlet 
tins. Put a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
jam in the bottom of each, using hall 
the jam. Cream the remaining jam with 
the margarine, add the almond essence. 
and work in the rolled oats, adding a 
tablespoonful or two of milk or water 
Put a teaspoonful of the mixture in each 


patty tin, and bake in a moderate oven 
for about IS minutes.

followed swiftly by the removal of those 
conditions that make for war.’ These 
conditions imclude the departure of all 
foreign armies from the country. With- 
out this proviso, he contended, the cease- 
fire will “on unstable ground.” 

The first step. Major Eban went on, 
was to create conditions in which the 
relations of the State of Isracl with its 
neighbours may be put on a peaceful 
footung,. free from the darger of bombard- 
ment and a “ shadow invasion.” 

The general belief here is that a solu- 
tion of the Palestine problem is more 
likely to be arrived at through discussions 
in Washington and London rather than 
as the result of talks at Lake Success. 


“ Time for Murder” 


The Arab request for an extension of 
the time allowed before the cease-fire 
order was described by the Isracli repre- 
sentative as “ fantastic ” and equivalent 
to a demand for an extension of time for 
murder in Palestine. One member of 
the Truce Commission had already been 
killed, he went on. How many more 
innocent people musi die*? He suggested 
that the purpose of the proposed exten- 
sion was to permit the Arabs to continue 
their efforts to capture the whole city 
of Jerusalem 

The text of the cease-fire demand 1s: 

“ The Security Council calls upon all 
Governments and authorities, without 
prejudice to the mghis, claims, or position 
of the parties concerned, to abstain from 
any hostile military action in Palestine. 
and to that end to issuc a cease-fire order 
to their military and para-military forces. 
to become effective °6 hours after 0400 
hours G.M.T. on May 23.” (The time 
was subsequently extended) 

Count Folke Bernadotte, the newly- 
appointed “ mediator” in Palestine. has 
left to take up his post there. He is 


‘accompanied by Dr. Ralph Bunche, for- 


mer Secretary of the United Nations 
Palestine Commission, Mr. Harold 
Evans, American Quaker, the United 
Nations Commissioner for Jerusalem, has 
also left for Palestine. 

During the war, Count Bernadotic 
arranged the exchange of thousands of 
wounded Allied and German prypners, 
and later was responsible for the Swedish 
Red Cross missions that fed children in 
Germany. He is a nephew of King 
Gustav of Sweden. 


Care of Arab Property 


The Provisional Government of Isracl 
has. | learn, set up a special committee to 
care for property abandoned by Arabs 
who have left Haifa, Jaffa, and other 
areas because of Arab war propaganda. 
The committee will preserve orchards, 
factories, and shops intact, and will not 
only return them to their Arab owners, 
but will also hand over to them any 
accrued profits 

Mrs. Goldie Meyerson, who gave me 
this information, pointed out that the 
Jewish State does not regard the Pales- 
timan Arabs as its enemies, and an 
important part of its policy is to work 
for good relations with local Arabs. As 
soon as the position improves, Israel will 
issue a call to us Arab citizens to return 
and reclaim their property 


PALESTINE WATERS

tively learned by Reuter’s correspondent 
in Cairo this week.

Anglo-American Talks 


{From our Diplomatic Correspondent| 


The new talks on Palestine in Washing- 
ton and London are regarded as being 
a last attempi to establish a joint Anglo- 
American approach, so that Britain may 
use her influence on the Arab States and 
America bring pressure to bear on the 
Jews, and thus lead to a_ negotiated 
settlement. 

The Foreign Office views on the fight- 
ing in Palestine are that the Jews have 
crossed the fronticrs laid down in the 
United Nations partition plan and 
the Arab armies have not: and that the 
present battle for Jerusalem ts being 
fought as a result of the Stern Group 
breaking the truce to which both Arabs 
and Jews agreed after discussions with 
Sir Alan Cunningham, Arms to the 
Arab States, it is added, are being sold 
only under existing contracts, entered 
into in accordance with old treaties, for 
the normal military requirements of those 
countries: and in the circumstances 
Britain is bound to honour those con- 
tracts 

Arab Legion Officers 


The same attitude cannot, however, be 
taken up with regard to the British 
officers of the Arab Legion, and tt was 
announced this week that their position 
was under consideration. 

It was officially siated by a Foreign 
Office, spokesman that Sir Alexander 
Cadogan had been given instructions to 
support the Arab request for a postpone- 
ment of the time limit for a “ cease 
fire.” In view of the fact that this 
request followed replies by the Arabs 
to the Security Council that they would 
not cease fire except on unconditional 
surrender by the Jews, it is believed that 
the request was British-inspired. 

The State of Israel, already § given 
de facto recognition by a number of 
Governments, 18 a reality which no one 
now is likely to question The issue 
which will be raised is that of the fron- 
tiers of the State. Their uncertainty has 
been repeatedly stressed by the Foreign 
Office as a reason for the delay in 
Britain's recognition 

Continued representations are being 
made through various channels to His 
Majesty's Government to accord de 
facto recognition to Israel. Observers 
at the Labour Party Conference found 
Mr. Bevin determined to make no move 
in this direction until mediation had been 
attempted and the shape of Palestine 
more clearly defined. 

It was felt. however. that there was 
a growing uneasiness discernible among 
other Cabinet Ministers as to the wis- 
dom and rightness of Mr. Bevin’s Pales- 
tine policy 


ARAB ATTACKS ON 
JERUSALEM 
Dr. Herzog’s Appeal 


Dr. Isaac Herzog, Chief Rabbi of 
Palestine, has sent the following telegram 
io THe TiMes: 

* The Holy City is to-day invested by 
forces of the Arab Legion. This army 
is paid for wholly by the British Govern- 
ment and operates under the command 
of Brush officers. All ts arms, ammuni- 
tion, and equipment are provided by 
Britain. It has for the past week been 
bombarding Jerusalem, a city which the 
United Nations have placed undér an 
international regime, with British guns 
and British shells. Its asSaults. on the 
civilian population have been mdiscrimi- 
nate. It has deliberately singled out 
Jerusalem's’ largest hospital tor syste- 
matic attack. Churches, convents, syna- 
gogues, hospitals, and monasteries have 
been damaged or destroyed by the 
shelling. 

“I cannot believe that the British 
people, with us regard for the Sanctily 
of Jerusalem, can be fully aware of what 
is being done with the weapons which tts 
Government has put into the hands of 
this Arab force. We pray for the peace 
of Jerusalem, which it ts in the power 
of the British Government to restore. 
Let wise men and good men act before 
this Holy City and its shrines are turned 
into a shambles.” 


RAID ON BRITISH 
AIRFIELD 


Egyptian “Planes Shot Down 


Five Egyptian aircralt were shot down 
and the pilots killed when they carried 
out a bombing raid on the British airtield 
of Ramat David, near Harta, last Friday. 
Three atidcks were made. Four British 
airmen were killed, and three seriously 
injured. At least two R.A.F.. ‘planes 
were destroyed. 

An Egypuan communiqué said that the 
‘aid had been planned against the Jewish 
aerodrome at Negido, near Afuleh, south 
of Nazareth, but that they were deceived 
by “bad weather conditions.” 

According to British sources in Haifa, 
the pilots of the Egyptian aircraft shot 
down were two Egyptians, two Germans, 
and one Japanese. 


TEL-AVIV BRAVES 
THE RAIDS 


“Carrying On” Under 
Fire 


[from our Correspondent—Tet-Aviv] 


There have been 67 air-raid alerts in 
Tel-Aviv since May 15, said Mr. Israel 
Rokach, Mayor of the city, in reviewing 
the situation at the meeting of the Muni- 
cipal Council last Sunday. 

Nearly a hundred people, includin 
women and children, have been killed, 
and more than that number injured; but 
the city’s normal life, in most respects. is 
continuing. 

Tel-Aviv is still without any fighter 
defence, and daylight raiders “ hedge- 
hop over the rooftops as if giving a 
display of aerobatics. It takes a lucky 
light anti-aircraft shot to bring down a 
raider 

In spite of their vulnerability to air 
attack, the population are not down- 
hearted, and’ seem fully confident of the 
issue. 

More effective measures against air 
attacks are to be taken in the immediat 
future. They include improvemenis in 
the system of air-raid warnings, and the 
setting up of tribunals to deal with 
offences against the black-out regulations 
and failure to observe regulations laid 
down by the civil guards. 

To-day, Tel-Aviv resembles London in 
war-time, and there is a ‘total black-out 
irom sunset to sunrise. 

Raids usually begin at 5 a.m. and go 
on at irregular intervals during thé“day, 
lasting anything from half an hour to 
two hours. The streets are deserted 
during raids, and all traffic stops except 
lor ambulances, Hagana jeeps, and Press 
LAXNIS. 

Damage Not Extensive 

Main targets, so far. have been the port 
area and points on the outskirts of the 
city. Few houses have been damaged or 
destroyed, and there is little trace of the 
raiders passage. 

raids, roadside cafés are 
crowded, and newspapers sell like hot 


cakes. Crowds gather to hlsten to the 
* Voice of Israel.” the State broadcasting 
service. 


The call-up has emptied the city of 
nearly all men and women between 17 
and 35. but. on Saturday, crowded syna- 
gogues were in striking contrast to the 
empty beaches. Prayers went on during 
the mid-morning raid. 

There are few signs of military activity. 
Occasionally an armoured Car drives up 
to the Hagana office building, its dust- 
covered crew back from a distant desert 
settlement or house-to-house fighting in 
Ramich on the road to Jerusalem. 

Recrurting offices for the women’s ser- 
vices had to be closed last week because 
of the inability of theft staffs to deal 
with the great numbers of volunteers. 

The capiure of Sarafand camp last 


week is described by multtary authorities 


in Tel-Aviv as swinging the balance in the 


area of Lydda in the Jewish favour. 


Jewish Commandos 


Ihe capture of the camp provided a 
colourful incident. The British, who had 
previously surrounded with minefields, 
brought in the Arab Legion through a 
secrel passage known only to themselves. 
The Jews, however, ued ropes round the 
high eucalyptus trees near the camp and, 
swinging themselves to the tree-tops, 
jumped down into the camp, compleiely 
surprising the Legionaries. -Hagana lost 
One Man-in this action. 

ihe Arabs set fire to the camp cinema 
and shopping centre, but otherwise the 
camp, which can accommodate 30,000 
soldiers, was found in good condition 

During the war, thousands. of Jewish 
volunteers trained in Saratand. Some of 
the same men took part in the Jewish 
assauil. 

Ihe capture of Saratand has saved the 
Treasury of Israel £600,000, the sum 
originally agreed upon between the Jews 
and the British as the price to be paid 
for uw. lt was then handed over to the 
Arabs. Jewish humorists are insisting 
that in eftlect Mr. Bevin has invested 
£600,000 in Jewish National Bonds! 

An agreement was signed last week 
between the International Red Cross and 
the Tel-Aviv Municipality providing that 
all hospitals in the city shall be given Red 
Cross protection and marked accordingly. 

Fliezer Gruenbaum, son of Isaac 
Gruenbaum, Minister for Home Affairs 
in the Provisional Council of Govern- 
ment of Israel, has been killed in the 
defence of Ramat Rachel. “
